Prince Jerome Napoleon Dying.

Rome, March 7.—The condition of Prince
Jerome Napoleon is rapidly growing worse
and his doctors have abandoned all hope.
He lies 1n & comatose state, with rare in-
tervals of consclousueas.

Prince Jerome Napoieon is the second son
of Jerome Bonaparte, brother of the great
Napoleon. His mother, her husband’s sec-
ond wife, was the Princess Frederika, of
Woartemburg. 7The Prince was born at
Trieste, Sepv. 9, 1822, His ,early life was

assed in Vienna, Trieste, Florence and

me. varied with ooccasional residences
in 87 itzerland, England and Spain. Upon
the Ceposition of King Loms Phillippe in
1848 e went to France and was elected a
member of the Constituent Assembly by the
voters of Corsica. His first parliamentary
experieuce was as leader of the Extreme Re-
publicsns, rapidiy succeeded by a moderated
spirit in his political views. In1849 he was
made Minister Plenipotentiary of France
at the court of Madrid, from which he was
recalled in a short time. After President
Louis Napoleon had succeeded in strangling
the republiec and establishing the empire
he made his cousin a French Prince, with
a seat in the BSenate and Counal
of BState, a recipient of the grand
cross of the Legion of Honor and a
general of division in the army. In
this last-named capacity he saw but a brief
service 1u the war with Kussia command-
ing an infantry division of reserve at the
battles of Alma and Inkermann. His mar-
riage with the Princess Clotilde, daughter
of King Victor Emmanuel of fuly. took
place Jan. 30, 1859, The oftsprings are two
sons and a daughter, of whom
the eldest child, Napoleon Vie-
tor Jerome Frederick, porn July
18, 1862, has inherited the ereat ex-
ctations of the late Prinee lmperial.
rince Napoleon had a command in the war
of 1550, between France and Italy on the
one side and Austria on the other. An at-
tack which be made on the Orleans family,
in a speech delivered in the Senate in 1861,
was resented by the Duc d’Aumale, who
challenged him, The FPrince, who 18 not
eminent for his courage, declined the duel.
His appointment as president of the com-
mussioners for the Universal Exhibition of
Paris, of 1807, made in 1865, he resigned in
~couseqguence of a disagreement with his
cousin, the Emperor. He visited the
United States in 1861, and made
namerons acquaintances with emi-
nent leaders on both sides in
the great civil contest then raging. When

~ Napcleon 111 declared war against Prusaia,

in the summer of 1570, Prince Napoleon de-
sired a command, but was refused it and
sent to his father-in-law, the King of Italy,
with the view to secure his co-operation
with France in the conflict. In this at-
tempt he failed. The collapse of the em-

ire resulted in his residence in

russels and other continental cities,
after which he settled n England. Upon
bhis venturinginto 'rance ashort time after
the buttle of Sedan, he was banished from
its soil by a decree of the provisional gov-
ernment led by Jules Favre and Gambetta.
In 15875 he made a public declaration of his
adherence to ths republie, through the col-
umns of the Volunte Nationale. Of late
years he has resided in France and Italy
very quietly.

Forelgn Mission Statistics,

NEw York, March 7.—A lummalgoot sta-
tistics, compiled by the American Board of
Foreign Missions, gives the following com-
prebensive view of Protestant missionar
work as it stood at the beginning of this
year: In Japan the twenty-seven Protest-
ant misaions have a total native member-
ship of 28,277; this does not ineclnde those
who attend church, but are not members.
About five thousand members were on
the church rolls daring the last year, and
from present indications it is expected that
seven thousand will be added in the year
1891. Of the three hundred members of the
new Japanese Parliament, which was
eleoted last July, twelve are professedly
Christians, There are 527 Protestant mis-
siouaries in Japan. The first one arrived
in that country less than twenty-two years

0.

n China, considering the number of mis-
sionaries and the number of years they
have been working in that country, the
resulta have not been so satisfactory. lI‘l:in
is due to the stolidity of the Chinese char-
acter. In that country there are 1,205 Prot-
estant missionaries, while the number of
adult native communicants is §7,287. Mis-
sions were established in China long before
Japan was opened to Protestant countries.

ln India and Ceylon the results are the
moat satisfactory of all. The native Chris-
tians in the school!s alone number 17,176,
though the number of missionaries is less
than three hundrea.

A snmnmary of the number of missionaries
in foreign conntries supported by protest-
ants in the United States, together with
the number of churches, native communi-
cants and contributions for the year of
1800, shows the following totals: Two
thousand three hundred and fifty mission-
aries, 221 churches, 236,187 native communi-
cants, of whom 259083 were added in 1590;
$64.211 contributed by natives, and $3,977.711
contributed in the United States. A near-
ly complete list of the Protestant mission-
ary societiegin Great Britain and their
work in foreign lands shows a total of
2,965 massionaries and 54,065 native com-
municants, the Protestant Canadian mis-
sionary societies supporiing 83 mission-
aries, while their native communicants
number 5,172

One Doctor Killes Another,

WaeeLiNG, W. Va,, March 7.—A tragedy
wlich bad been long predicted, oceurred
on Eleventh street at twenty minutes to 11
o'clock this morning, when Dr. George
Baird, one of the oldest physicians of
Wheeling, a member of the city water
board, ex-member of Conucil and of the
Board of Publiec Works, & member of the
board of directors bf the Wheeling Bridge
snd Terminal Railway Company, and a
man very prominent in local pelitics and
wunieipal governwent matters, was shot
twice and almost instantly killed by Dr.
George 1. Garrison. The latter is a mem-
ber of the State Board of Health, late
heaith officer of tho city, and a man widely
known over a large section of country as
an anthority on matters of sanitation. The
murder was the outgrowth of a feud of
mors than & year's standing, and the erime
ereated the wildest excitement. Many
threats of lynching were made against the
murderer after the shooting.

About ¥ o'clock this morning the twomen
met at the Second ward market and had
some worde They separated, but about
10:80 Dr. Baird drove past Dr. Garrison,
who was standing at Market and Eleventh
streets. As Dr. Baird passed Dr. Garrison,
he said to a friend: *“lhere is going to be
trouble.” He then walked up Eleventh
street, and stopped Dr. Baird at the corner
of su alley. The two talked fora nt,

Dr. va-d drove on about fifty feet,
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and alighted to see a patient. As Dr. Gar-
mn c:i?’ up hehad arevolverin his hand,

“Take that back, Doctor.”

Dr. Baird replied: “I don’t have to take
it back, you niggerafied.” )

Dr. Garrison then fired, and as Dr. Baird
slowly turned squarely toward him Garri-
son fired a uoon.& time. . Tne ball took ef-
fect in Baird's left eye, the first shot baving
euntered behind the right ear. Dr. Baird
then walked into a store, said that Dr. Gar-
rison had shot him, took off his gloves and
was in ten minutes. Dr. Garrison
walked down street bolding his revolver
until he met a zohcemn. to whom he sar-
rendered himsel .

The men were on the best of terms until
eighteen monthsago, Garrison even naming
his son atter Baird. When Garrison was
elected health officer Baird performed the
duties of the office, allowing Garrison to
draw the pageand attend lectures in Balti-
more. On ing elected to a second term,
beating Dr. Baird’s son, there was a falling
out, and Garrison had Baird arrested for a
violation of the health ordinance. This led
to a personal encounter in the City Hall
last Aogust, when Baird was knocked
down. BSince then Garrison haa threatened
to kill Baird, and to-day the horrible trag-
edy was the inevitable end. Dr. Baird
graduated in James G. Blaine's class at
Jeffurson College, Washington, Pa.

Daughter of a Wealthy Pole,

P1rrrsBURG, Pa., March 7.—This evening
Emil Hecht. of this city, who formerly
worked for President Bloch, of the Vienna
railway, at Warsaw, Poland, called at the
city morgue and positively identified the
remains of the young lady who committed
suicide in the lavatory at the Union Station
yesterday morning as Kva Bloch, the
daughter of his former employer in Poland.
On the girl’s wrist is a peculiar silver
bracelet of the design of a bridle bit, which
Hecht says is the Polish insignia of a mar-
riage vow. Passengers who accompanied
the girl on the same train from Philade]-
phia say that she was accompanied to this
country bE an officer in the FPolish army;
that he had remained in Philadelphia,
promising to follow her to this city; that
they had run away from Poland and were
to be married in America.

A cablegram was sent to the girl’s par-
ents to-night asking what disposition shall
be made of the remains. Hecht says that
the parents of the suicide are very wealthy.
The Poles in Pittsburg have subscribed
$150, which will be used to give the re-
mains respectablé burial on Tuesday next,
unless definite word contrary to this plan,
is received from her parents. Another let-
ter, written in the Polish language, was
found secreted in the young lady’s cloth-
ing, whiech, translated, read: *“He bas de-

me, and I wish to die.”

Eccentricities of Natural Gas.
Bpecial to the Indianapolis Journal.

Mariox, Ind., March 7.—The eccentric
nature of natural gas was displayed bhere
this morning by a terrific explesion that
took plate at the Westerman rolling-m:llL
A workman had just completed repairing a
coupling at an angle in a reservoir of six-
inch pipe, and the gas was turned on from
opposite directions, when an explosion
like that of a cannou followed. The conp-
ling was broken into three piecesand senttly-
ing in asmany differentdirections. Theiron
siding of the building apparently offered no
more resistance than if it were tissue paper.
Two of the pieces buried themselves
in adjacent timbers, while the third
imbedded itself in a stump at
letut s hundred yards away. The theory
of the workmen is that the compression of
the air by the rush of gas from opposite di-
rections added greatly to the pressure of
the gas, or that the ordinary pressure of
the gas was doubled by “the opposing cur-
rents. At any rate the power manifested
was terrifiiec, and adds another to the
many eccentricities already displayed by the
peculiar element. The escape of the work-
men from injury is also remarkable. Thir:lv
men were at work in and about the build-
ing, and thongh one of them was within six
inches of one of the flying pieces, no one

was injured.
Pretty Widow Kidnaped,

Cnicaco, March 7.—Mrs. Tillie Mowrey,
o rather pretty little woman, was forcibly
kidnaped to-day by two unknown men,
thrust into a carriage, and driven hastily
to the Wisconsin Central devot in time to
catch the train for morthern Wisconsin.
Tne deed was committed at the corner of
Franklin and Van Baren streets, in broad
dayhght, sad in full wiew of
hundrede of persons passing to
and fro to their daily - labor,
but was done with such neatness and dis-
pateh that no one seems to have realized at
once thata crime was being committed,
and no mention was made of it to the police
until too late. Mrs. Mowrey is scarcely
nvineteen years of age, but has been twice
married. Her first husband, from whom
she was divorced, was Hubert Secord, a
young man whose present address is Pack-
wankee, Wis. He is said to have been
;ritinz letters importuning ber to retarn to

im.

To-night a telegram signed with the
abducted woman’s name was received by
her parents,. The message was dated
Rugby Station, Wis., and said **his friends”
has taken her away.

H. Gladding, said to
be a sugar importer of this city, refers to
the possibility of “General” Volney Ashford
as very likely being at the head of a con-
spiracy to seize the government of Hawa:i
and the posaibility of that gentleman soen
becoming King Volney I of Hawaii. “In
the first place, we know of no person, either
at the islands or here, of the name of 8. H.
Gladding. In the second place, Hawaii to-
day has no army or military forces that
Colonel] Ashford could control, as sng-
gested, if he desired to. Colonel Ashford is
an attorney, a very quiet feliow, and was
never a member of King Kalakaua's Cabi-
net. His brother, Clarence Ashford, was
Attorney-general in the so-called revolu-
tion Cabinet. These things are made much
more of here than at the islands, and any
reports of trouble should not be credited.”

Girl Acquitted of Murder,

Bu¥raro, N. Y., March 7.—Upon opening
of conrt this morning, Judge Lewis began
his charge to the jury in the case of Sadis
McM ullin, who was on trial nvon indiet-
ment charging her with murder, in having
cansed the death of Nellis Connors by
throwing her from a bridge last October,
The Judge’s charge was very fair. The jury
then retired, and in about forty minutes re-
turned with a verdict finding the prisoner
not guilty, on the ground of insanity at the
time. ThLere was an outburst of applanse
in the court-room, anda the prisoner, who
had been under a great strain, broke com-
ﬂouly down and sobbed pitifully. Judge

wis then said that as the Lnl:' ad found
her insane the law made it hisduty to con-
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fine her in a lunatic asylam. He ordered
that she be confined in the State Insane
Asylum *until she recovers.” She will
probably be liberated in a short time.

While the
Major attaches no importance to the letter,
he read it this morning to the difterent po-
lice lheutanants, and the police are trying
to find the writer, who is thought to be a
crank,

The Sherman Statuae Fund.

NEw YOorg, March 7.—Amos R. Eno in &
letter to the committee having in charge
the raising of a fund for the erection of a
statue to the late Geperal Sherman, states
that if the committee w:ll announce Ipnb-
licly that all surplus subscriptions will be
turned over to the family of the late Gen-
eral he will subscribe 22,500, but if the
fund is merely to be used in the erection of a
statue as now proposed he will give only
$1,000. Mr. Eno believes that 1f the publie
was apprised of the intention of the com-
mittee to turn over any surplus moneys 10
the family it would snbseribe more liber-
ally and promptly. The committee has ap-
proved of Mr. Eno’s suggestion and ac-
cepted his offer. Resolutions were adopted
by the committee that aany surplus of the
fund subscribed for the monument shall be
turned over to the family of the General.

Strike of Linemen.

81, Louis, March 7.—The linemen of the
Municipal Electric Light and Power Com-
pany, abont thirty in number, went out on
strike to-day gnd there 18 a probability
that the strike will become general. The
canse is a change in the wage scale which
Superintendent Ayer inaugurated last
Thursday. The men had been receiving
$2.50 per day, and extra for overtime. The
company claim that there were many times
when the linemen were idle for several
hiours duringtbe day, but that no reduction
was ever made for that reason. The new
seale offered the men was £2.30 per day and
extra, but that they would be docked for
all lost time, This the men refused to ac-
cept and the linemen's union now has the
matter inhand. Several conferences have
been held, but thus far the prospects of a
settlementare very poor.

Enmity Lent Vigor to the Blows.

NEw York, March 7.—At a benefit to-
night, given to a pugilist of local repute,
named JAimes Riley, in Clarendon Hall,
Billy Dacey and Jack Hopper, the well-
known light weights, came together in a
three-round bout. The men have enter-
tained a bitter feeling against each other
for some time, Dacey dared Hopper to pat
on the glover, and after some bantering the
latter consented to do so. It was a slug
from start to finish. Scieunce was thrown
to the wind, and the men went at each
other in a very ferocions manner. In the
third round Dacey sent in a stinger which
landed on the point of Hopper's jaw,
knocking him to the tloor unconscious. It
was fully ten minutes before he came to.

Express Messenger Ward at-
tempted to shoot the robber but his gun
missed fire. The robber then shot the
driver, Edward Graham, in the right side
with a revolver, Messenger Ward then
fired a shot from his revolver at the robber,
but the stafle horses ran away, and it is not
known 1f the shot took eflect. The stage
had a large amount of treasure on board,
but the robber got nothing. Graham’s
wound is not fatal.

Molders May Strike Next Month.

Derrorr, Mich.,, March 7.—-The molders
employed in the big stove manufactories
here, to the number of some three thou-
sand, are becgming discontented, and
trouble is threatened. The molders of Ss.
Louis have sent word to their brethren
bere that they intend striking for higher
wages and a general adjustment of griev-
ances, in May, and ask the co-operation
and support of molders throughout the
country. It is{elt that the Detroit uuion
will follow the lead of St. Louis, whatever
action may bLe taken there, but a general
strike is feared.

Fort Wayne Clerks Secure Concessions.

Snow Twenty Feest Deen.

DExvER, Col.,, March 7.—Reports from
the San Juan county and Coene Jose range
state that the country is completely buried
in snow. Raillroads and toll-roads are
blockaded, and all trafiic has been sus-
praded and cannot be resumeda for weeks.
T'he fall of snow has been the heaviest for
years, and covers the ground in many
places twenty feet deep. The towns of Sil-
verton, Lake City and several mining
camps are entirely cut off from communi-
cation with the outside world., Their pro-
visions are running low, and, unleas the
blockade is soon raised, considerable saf-
fering will be felt.

Legislative Summary.

Both houses continued in session through-
out the day and evening, not adjourning
until near midnight.

“GIRLS' HOMES.)”

All Women Should Be Given the Means of
Providing a Secure Reluge.
Robert Btein, in Harper's Bazar.

We think it monstrous that eunltured
Rome should have found its chief amuse-
ment in gladiatorial fights, and nothing
but the strongest evidence can make ns
vield belief. The sirongest evidence will
some time be needed to compel the be-
hhef that in our day i1t was a common
occurrouncs for a woman to find her-
self on the street not knowing where to go.
The girls’ homes represent the first efforts
to cscape from that reproach. It might be
Bleunnt to view them as chivalry’s homage,

nt inquiry well-nigh dispels tkbat fmcs.
There were foew founders and many found-
resses. Their efforts were ofton arduous,
Praise can add but httle to the reward of
gratitude already theirs.

Suflice it to recapitulato the motives
underlying these institutions. Women
have fewer avenues of employment than
men, receive less pay, have longer hours of
work and no political influence, are weaker
than men, and doomed by nat-
ure to greater suffering. For these
drawbacks they should be compensated
by greater security. They should have ad-
equate preparation for their natural office
of edueators. But these reasonsare second-
ary. The prime reason is that destitution
exposes women to incomparably greater
danger and to far more hopeless ruain than
it does man. ‘

Thus is the problem stated. Sauccinetly
1% reads, “Give to every woman asecure
home.” Having songht and found this
kingdom and its justice, many things will
be aaded unto them. Can the problem be
gsolved? The best answer will be to show
how it has been solved, in part, by the ex-
isting institutions. Thae foliowing is a
sammary of their functions:

Room and board on credit (or in exchange
for work) to girls without means. Night
lodging. Room and board at coat toill-paid
girls. Better paid girls enabled to econo-
mize. Facilities for calture. Traimng in
house-work, nursing, cooking, Clab-honse
for outsiders. Kindergarten. Cases of in-
justice investigated and redressed. Em-
Eloymem bureaun. Board directory. Holida

ouses in the counntry. “Travelers’ Aid.”
Hotel for transieuts.

The last 1tem suggeted the title of
this article. The word “*home,” thongh b
far the most appropriate, is attanded wit{
a serious inconvenience. Used in refer-
ence to poor girls, it means to many per-
sons a refuge for those not consid-
ered respectable. The institution
which’ fears to be confounded with
one of like name must seek a new name.
The name “hotel,” adopted by an instita-
tion in Chicago, is .nfgeatod for more gen-
eral employment. Itisshort, dignified, at-
tractive, strikingly descriptive and not
gngi:ltivo of charity, but, on the contrary,
implies self-support.
